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LEGAL INTEHLLIGENCH.

INETRINTIONE TO THE GRAND JURY.

FPublie Reformatories— Bum Khops, Nymphes da
L\ Pave, nnd Other Kviln--Judge Pelree’s Uhnrge
Delivered This Morning.
Court of Quarter Seastona—JSudpe Peires.

This morning, the Grand Jury for the March
torm was orgavlzed, Joseph Hopkins, Esq.,
being appoluted foreman, and his Honor Judge
Peirce eharged them an follows: —

Gentlemen of the Grand Jary:—Youhave been
called from the pursuits of business and the
walke of everyday life to nssist in the adminis-
tration of the eriminal law, It 18 a wise provi-
gion of the common law which requires that
both grand and petit jurors shall come directly
from the people. From no other souree could
fair and evenhanded justice be so well adminie-
tered, or the declslons of public tribunals be so
well recelved and acquieseed ln, a8 from a body
of men who come directly from the people, and
who have no Interests but those which are com-
mon to thelr fellow-citizens.

You are to inguire for the city and county of
Philadelphia of those offensea which are vio-
latlons of the criminal law, and by youor oaths
of office you are to present no man for envy,
bhatred. or mallee, nor to leave any man nnpro-
secuted for fear, favor, or affection.

In the discharge of your dutles you will be
asslsted by the District Attorney, who ls the law
officer of the Commonwealth, and you may also
seck the ndvice and counsel of the Couri la all
matters of law in wheh you may need such
asaistance,

In all proseentions, cases of felony excepted,
i you return the bill “ignoramus” yon are re-
quired to decide and certify on the bill whether

@ county or the progecutor shall pay the costs,
By a judicions use of this power, yon muy do
much to repress hasty and unnecessary litiga-
tion, the fruit of paselon and malleg, and to visit
upon the offenders, partinlly at lenst, the penalty
due to their rnshness and malevolence. Before
oun return a bill “ignoramus” you ehould exam-
ne every witness whose name s endorsed
on the bill, otherwise it may be sent back to you
for further Inquiry.

You are by law and usage oflicial visitors of
the Philadelphin County Prison, the Hounse of
Refuge, and the Almshouse. In the digchurge
of these important duties, you can render greal

ublic service not only by ascertaining whether

ese institutions are conducted in conformity
with law and for the welfare of thelr inmntes,
but yon may alto make such snggestions as yeu
may suppoge will incrense their usefulness, and
make them more valuasble as reformatory and
protective asylums.

The fruitful rources of vice are ldleness, igno-
rance, and intemperance. Every mlutmumr
has a right to be protected from these by such
measures as will ensure that end. If evil doers
do not like the restraints of law they should
withdraw to some land where there is no law,
and where they may practise their evil doings
upon one another to their fullest satisfaction.
Right doers are entitled to the protection of

AW.

Idleness is the parent of both ignorance and
viee, Our law punishes vagrancy, which is one
of the fruits of idleness, as o erime, and it would
be well if the law were more vigorously enforeed
against the numerons street beggars who beset
our highways. They are uenally not ouly idle
but vicions and dissipated, petty thieves and
pilferers, drurken and debauched. The prison
and  the Almshonse are their home until the
Houge of Correction, which the City Councils
have g0 long promised us, shall be ready to re-
ceive them and put them to work for the good
ol both their ies and souls.

I fear that not any of us have sufliciently con-
gidered the reformatory influence of lubor.
When God bapished man from the garden of
Eden He said unto him, “In the sweat of thy
face shalt thou eat bread.” Labor was a neces-
sity of his new conditions. It was necessary for
bis physical health and for his moral health,
‘I’ he laborious have neither the inclination nor
the time to transgress. It removes from man
the necessity and the temptation to sin. If our
crimtonl elasses were compelled to pass the
time of their imprisonment in severe labor, not
half labor with a bribe to induce them to do

a little more, but fatiguing labor, &uch as
wounld send them (o thelr beds at night with
n sense of wearinesss and necessity

for rest, two consequences would be likely to
result.  First, such painful labor would have
tendency to deter them from a repetition of
their crimes, because such repetition would
mean renewed labor without pecuniary profit to
them; and second, knowing that imprisonment
meant hard work, they wounld be more likely
to labor voluntarily out of prison for a reward
than involuotarily in prison for punishment.
A third, and perhaps the most powerful reason
may be asdded—the habit of lsbor would be
created in them, and labor would thus become
not only o necessity, but a protection aud plea-
sure to them.

In the investigations which you will make into
these public Institutions, it would be well per-
haps to inquire not only into the cleanliness and

ood order of these establishments, but also into
ﬁmllhor which is imposed upon the inmates,
and to what extent idleness prevails in these in-
stitatlons of reform.

The like remarks will also apply to our Alms-
house, where perhaps not one-hali of the in-
mates would remain if they were compalled to
earn their own support by labor,

The objhetion which is made to prison and
almshouse labor, that It interferes with the
regular pursnits of the industrious classes, if
vnli'id, which I think it is not, could be met by
limiting the products of such labor to the wants
of the inmates themselves and thelr families,
If there were a surplus, it were better to destroy
it than that the dlﬂclpiine of labor should not be
imposed on such persons. Ignorance is the
twin brother of idleneas. It is said that an
empty mind is the devil's workshop. In such
minds and out of such material he [abricates
such asgoclations known as the Rumblers,
Rangers, Badgers, Darts, and other like organi-
zations of viclous yonug men which Infest
our «¢ity. From such associations they
grudunte to be thieves, burglars, highway
robhers, and cutthroats. Bowe of them have
reached the prison and the penitentiary: others
are on their way there and to the gallows. Our
great public school system makes ignorance in-
excusable; dud I am glad to observe thal the
Board of Controllers of the Public Senools have
framed an Act which they ask the Legislature
to adopt, imposing s penalty on persons who
réfuse or neglect to send their ehildren to school
a part of each year, I fear the pro nmdremslt)-
is not sufficient to entirely secure the end, but it
is n movement in the right direetion, and will,

1 f enncted, be productive of good results. It is
also worthy of consideration whether some
aystem of prison and almshouse instruction
should not be devised to teach the lgnorant
inmates of these ipstitutions the ordloary
branches of an English education and the mo-
ehanleal arts.

Another eqnau( f"m evil which sociely has
to contend with is lntemaperance. The licensed
and unlleensed lguor traffic which exists in onr
midst is resulting In untold mischief to our

plo. There are four thousand and seven
ﬁ::nwd drinking-houkes. in Philadelphia, with
rhaps a8 many unlicensed dripking-places,
%o I&uwd houses are one for every forty of
sur adult male n. If the unlicensed
bouses be estimated at one-hall the number of
the licensed houses we then have a drinking-
house for one in twenty-seven of our adalt male
mlwm. For all traffic the city of Phi-
hila does not have pald into ber treasury

one gounr of money. d her right minded
citizens thank God that it Is so, They do
pot desire to  derive revepue from such

_—

A source, The Biate of Pennsylvania
derives from this traftic In Philadelphia over
two hundred thowsand dollars a year, and
leaves the city of Phlladelphia to pay tho ex-
penses of our eriminal and pauper population,
made such principally by this traffic in liquor,
ot n cost of a million of dollars per
annum. This Is the direet cost in money to the
city of Philadelphin of the traffic in liquor, To
this la to be ed the cost of the liguor itself,
the idleness which It engenders, the destruc-
tiveness whieh Is conseqnent upon it, the losses
from fire and other acoldents which result from
iti and the expense to the friends of s vietims
of their maintenance and support after thia vice
has thrown them helpless upon their hands,
The cost of this traflic to the people of Phila-
delphin amounts to many millf:l;a of dollars o
vear, for which they do not recvive one banefit,
either mental, moral, or physieal.

Itisalla dead waste of poverty, crime, dis-
ense, desolated homes, and the cries and sor-
rows of the hapless women and children and
relations of the victims of this traffie. A short
experience a8 Grand Jurors will convince yon
that two-thirds of the vnmness of this court ia
the result of the traflic In whisky and lager
{Jheer. and that it Is very equally divided between

am.

Intemperance 18 the ally of both idleness and
ignorance. It engenders both. It takes the
sireng man and casts him to the earth. It takes
the cultured man and thrusts him into the
sloughe and stews of soclety, and makes him
the companion of the flthy and vile, It takes
the man of intellect, and makes him a drivel-
ling idiot or a raving madman. It takes the
man of wealth and despolls him ol his property,
And yet hitherto society has permitted this
destructive traffic to exist and to grow without
rebuke. Is it not time for the paople of Phila~
delphin to inquire if they have not suffered suf-
ficiently from this ruinous trade, and o seek
legislative nid to rid themselves of it?

Gamblers and dealers in lotiery policies will
also require your attention. t gives me
pleasure to notlee the earpestness and zeal with
which the present learned District Attorney hns
sought to break up the hannts of these despoil-
ers of their fellow-men nnd to bring them to
justice. 1 trust that yon also will Iand your aid
to drive these pests ol society from our midst,

Night walking and licentionsness also require
attention at the bande of the public authorities.
Certain of onr strects are so Infested with these
ghameless wanderers of the night that decent
people hesitate to appear upon them, much less
to take thelr wives and daughters with them.
The streets of Philadelphin should be thorough-
fares for the people, aud not the market-place
of prostitutes and their eyqunlly vile associates.
Let those who seck them be compelled to search
for them in their haunts; that their flaunting
preéence may not be made temptations to our
youth, and sn offense to the modesty nnd de-
cency of our citizens. The police officers
ghounld be directed to arrest them and thelr com-
panions whenever they appear in public plying
the drts of thelr voeation.

I have referred to these several matters Lo call
your attention publicly to them, that our
citizens may co-operate with you and the public
suthorities in endeavoring Lo repress these evilg,
and may give to you and the courts and public
officers their direct support and the sanction of
their nrprm-ul to the efforts which may be made
for their correction and cure.

I beg to urge upon you that as many members
of your body as possible will attend every ses-
gion of the Grand Jury, as bills of great lm-
portance sometimes fail for want of a full at-
tendance of the Grand Jury. Not fewer than
twelve of your number must concur in finding o
bill of indletment, You have the right to have
guch witnesses brought before you as will aid
you in your investigations, and the Court, if re-
quired, will compel their attendance in further-
ance of public justice. With these remarks,
gentlemen, you are dismissed to your duties.

THE MORDAUNT SCANDAL.

The Prince of Wales on the Witness Niand.

The Prince of Walee entered the wltness
box in the Mordaunt case on Feb, 23. After he
ml?i been sworn the judge, Lord Penzance,
said:—

Before Dr. Dean asks his Royal Highness
any questions, it I8 my duty to point eut to his
Royal Highness his position under the actof
Parlinment passed last session. It provides
that no witnees in any proceediog, whether o
party to the suit or not, shall be liable to be
usked, or be bound to answer, auﬁ question
tending to show that he or she has been guilty
of adultery. Now, from the course which the
cuse has taken 1 think it right to point this out
to his Royal Highness, nnd to tell him tunt he is
not bound or required by law to submit Lo any
Interrogations on that subject.

His Hoyal Highness was then examined by
Dy, Deane as follows: —

I believe your Royal Highneas has for some
time been  acquainted with the Moncreifie
fumily? 1 bave.

Were you acquainted with Ludy Mordauot
belore ber marriage? 1 was.

On ber marringe did your Royal Highness
write to her and make her some wedding pre-
sent? 1 did.

Previous to her marringe hod she visited at
Marlborough House when your Royal Highne:s
and the Princess of Wales were there? She ha |

And bas she gone to the theatre with yoar
Royal Highnesses? She has.

We are told that she was married at the end
uifdlw{}. In 1867 did you see much of her? |
did,

And in the vear 18687 1 did also.

Dr. Deane—I have only one more question to
trouble vour Royil Highness with, Has there
ever been any fmproper fumilinrity or eriminal
act between yourself and Lady Mordaunt ?

His Royal Highness (in a very firm tone)—
There has not.

There was here a burst of applaunse, which
was at once suppressed.

Mr. Sergeant Ballantin—I have no qguestion
to ask his Royal Highness.

The Prince then bowed to his lordship and
retired amid another attempt at applause, which
was, ns before, prnm]al]e' suppressed.

Remarking on the evidence of the Prince, the
London Timies concludes an article as follows: —

The Prince of Wales has learned by o painful
experience how watchfully he must walk whose
life is the w operty and the study of the world.
If royaliy has many privileges it must suffer not
a few privations, and the charm of personal fn-
timacy 18 ope that must be almost denied to the
inheritors of crowns. The Prince has had, in-
deed, before him the patlerns of a life, not
surely devoid of lnnocent pleasure, yet so care-
fully regulated that it wans, in the eves of all
wen, dedicated to domestic purlty.

The life of the Pridee Consort was marked by
the nicest regard to the conditions under which
it has passed. Every one will remember the
rules of social conduct the Prince prescribed for
liimself, and how falthfully they were observed.
We do not doubl that the future years of the
heir-apparent will show, by their fidelity to this
example, the influence of thelescon he has to
fenrn, and _that Englishmen will see exemplified
in thelr King that is to be a life puritied from
the semblance even of levity.

The Dy before the Execution,
Special Deapateh to The Bvening Telagraph.

Husminopox, March 8.—The day is bright
and besutiful. As the time approaches for the
execntion of the murderers, Bodenberg and
Bohner, the excltement increases, and the town
is fling with strangers from all scetions, Most
of the prominent newspapers of New York and
Pennsylvania are repregented, and crowds of
people are hanging around the jall,

Ghastly Speculation.

Large platforms, hlgh enough to obitain a full
view of the pricon yard, are being erected by
enterprising citizeng to enable them to get o
view of the execution. It is proposed to charge
two dollars for standing room on these plat-
forms. A siable in the rear and overlooking
the yard has beon taken posseseion of, and the
sides bored full of auger holes 1o see throvgh,
An alderman of the town endeavored to stop the
erection of platforms, but the men say they will
give bail and go on with the work.

Condition of the Condemned.

The prisoners’ sleep was restless last wight,
and they look haggard this morning. They
partook of a good breakfast. Bodenborg is
communicative, and Bohner as pruom as ususl,

Bohner n Perfect Flend.

It is believed that Bohner wiil make a despe-
rate strogele, and a stretcher has been provided
to tie upon him in case he should do so. This
man is o perfect flend, and has 8o sympathy in
any quarter,

This morning the Rev, Mr, 8toeckel spent some
time with the prisoners. Hohner utterly refused
to see anybody, and is reported to have said to
the minister that he had heard enough of God,
and therefore did not want to hear anything
more about him.

Bodenberg, however, endeavored to get a con-
fesslon from his fellow-prisoner, and has written
the following final appeal to his companlon,
which was handed to Bohner, with the réquest
that heshounld reply. Bohner has asked for and
been provided with writing materials, but it is
not thought that he will make any confession.
Bodenberg's appeal to his fellow-prisoner is as
follows:—

“‘Charley (Bohner), the time Is now getting
very short for us to live; then we will have to
appear before the judement-seat of God. We
will then receive our reward for the deeds done
in the body, be they good or evil. You have
often sworn and promised to me that you would
bring about my release. I therefore now once
more pray you, in the name of God, to tell the
truth: if you cannot or will not save my 1lfe, at
least save your own poor soul from everlasting
damnpation; ibere is still some time,

“You have no right to gay that a man dies like
a beast, or that when a man dies all is over, 1
kuow only too well that something still remains
in your heart which tells you, unmistakably
enough, that which you say to be directly con-
trary to the truth. Your perverted mind does
not permit it.  Your senses are too frightened
to allow you power to tell the truth; nelther
can vou humble yourself before the throne of
our Lord Jesus Christ.

TEHEPEIGHTALBUTCHERY

The Crime and Its Perpetrators
—Their Murderous Career,

THE EXECUTION TO-MORROW,

Huntivgdon in a Ferment—The
Final Preparations—The Fate
of Consummate Villainy.

From Owr Own Correapondent.
Husmixanox, Pa., March 7,

Wednesday is the day fixed for the exdécution
here of two of the most consummate villains
that ever fell into the elutehes of the law in this
Btate, Albert von Bodenberg and Gottlelt Bob-
ner by name, In the year 1840 a whole family
was butchered In Huntingdon county by o
wretch named MeCopaungheoy; but since that
date there hus been no Leagedy in the county
approaching the crime for which these two men
are doowed to death, and the eriminal records
of the Btute contuin bul few cases approaching
it in downrlglit crnelty.

The Vietlms
of Bodenbnrg aud Bohner were three in num-
ber—John Pelghtal, aged sixty-five years; his
wife Barah, aged sixty; and Scott Garner, an
orphan boy, who made his home with the
family. The Peightals lived at about. half o
mile from Plensant Grove station, on the Hun-
tingdon and Broad Top Rallroad, which Is seven
miles distant from the county seat, They
reslded on a farm comprising about a hundred
acres of land which, like all in the neighbor-
hood, is a8 poor us it could well be, Thelr house
wis a plain two-story log-cabin, plastered over
on the exterior, nod fully on a par with the
unproductive soll. Yet old Mr. Pelghtal was
industrious and saving, and, a8 he never made
any depoeits in the bank when he came to Hun-
tingdon to sell hils produce, it was generally
known that he Lad considerable money in the
house.
The Triple Tragedy.

On the evening of Weduesday, November 17,
1860, the three eimple-minded people were
butchiered in cold blood for the sake of the
plunder which, it was rumored, could be had at
such a terrible price.

Bohner bad been living ia Altoona for some
time previons, and it was there that he made
the acquaintance of Bodenburg, his confederate.
Having made up. their minds, aceording to the
confestion mude ahout » month ago by the
latter, to attempt the robbery of the Peightals,
the twaln left Altoona two orthree weeks before
the time of the tragedy. From Hantingdon
they walked out to Peightal’s place, which they
reached after dark. They entered the honse
and asked for work. Old Mr. Peightal received
them kindly, but eounld not give them what they
asked, nnd they returned to Altoona and gradu-
ally devised a scheme of murder as well as of
robbery. Bodenburg insisted, in his eonfession,
that he was from the first opposed td extreme
violence, maintaining that his companion was
responsible for suggesting and urging the killing
of the family, if their money could be secured
in no other way; while Bohner, in a ) statement
made immediately after his arrest, persisted
that the other was the leading spirit, and
threatened to shoot him if he backed out of the
scheme.

Be this as it may, the project was graduoally
perfected, and on the evening of Monday, No-
vember 15, the two again léft Altoona in com-
puny, each armed with & pistol which had been
purchased at that place. They reached Pelgh-
tal's house at midnight, after the family had
retired, and entered the barn, where they passed
the remainder of the night. In the merning they
encountered Mr. Peightal, who did not objeet to
thelr intrusion upon his premjses, and after
loitering about the neighborhood during theday,
théy went to the house in the evening, while the
family were at supper, and were invited to help
themselves to the simple fare. After snpper they
started ont, pretending that they were going to
Huntingdon In search of work, But they were
followed to the barn by the owner, who, finding
that they lntended to pass another night in it,
gave them permission to sleep in the house, ac-
cording to Bodenhurg's story, while, according
to Bohner, the night was passed in o barn in the
neighborhood. If the story of the former be
true, they received their breakfast also at the
hands of their victims on Wednesday morniog.
The day was passed in the nelghborhood, Bo-
denburg nlleging tbhat he repeatedly, during its
courge, protested agninst noy viclence to the
persous of Mr, Pelghtal or bis family, and that
Bohner gave him a solemn promige not to go
beyond robbery; while the latier asserts that he
was reluetant to return to the house in the even-
fng, and only did ¢o when Bodenburg threatened
to take his life.

In the edge of the evening the two culprits
reached Peightal's house. The family were evi-
dently at supper when they arrived, and had
pot finished the meal when their earthly
careers were brought to a close. Precisely how
orln what order it was done eannot be told,
Bodenbnrg, in his confesslon, alleged that he
kept wateh by the railroad (rack, about a hun-
dred yards distant, while his companion pro-
ceeded to the house, perpetrated the deed, and
returned to him with a bundle in which the
plunder was secreted.  Bohner, on the contrary,
immediately after his arrest, stated that he re-
mained al the rallrond while the other did the
deed, returning after an hour's absence with the
plunder. Still another story was' told by them
a few days after their arrest, to the effect that
they hind met two other men, one of them named
Gordon, by whom the crime was committed.

The Discovery of the Crime,

After the bloody work was accomplisked, the
yillains made a desperate atlempt to conceal
thelr guilt. The three bodles were covered with
straw carried from the barn, and over this was
placed a quantity of bedding and old clothing,
and then the mass fired, and the desperadoes
attempted to moke pood their eseupe, About 9
o'clock, some.men who happened to pass the
barn on thelr way home from the station dis-
